Finding fresh and local pro¬ 
duce in downtown Ridgeway 
during the winter months is 
about to get a lot easier. 

For the first time ever, the 
organizers behind the Ridge¬ 
way Farmers Market, will host 
an indoor market at the Royal 
Canadian Legion Branch 230 in 
Ridgeway. 

“This year, the farmers market 
(in downtown Ridgeway) grew 
exponentially and it seemed liked 
there was a void in Ridgeway,” 
said Jesse Boles, who is co-organ- 
izing the indoor winter market 
with Mary-Lou Ambrose-Little. 

"We decided we wanted to do 
this because there wasn’t really 
an option for a yearlong market 
(in Ridgeway),” Boles added. 

The indoor market will begin 
on Jan. 16 and continue every 
Saturday until April 30 from 7 

The Ridgeway Farmers Market, 


which is hosted by the Ridgeway 
Business Improvement Associ¬ 
ation, will return on May 7 and 
run until early October. 

Boles said individuals who 
will visit the indoor market will 
enjoy "a bright and clean” and 
“fully accessible” space offering 
20 vendors. 

“We’ll have much of the same 
that people expect from the out¬ 
door market. We'll have some of 
the same vendors people have 
come to expect, fresh produce 
and baked goods.” 

Boles said the indoor market 
won’t offer crafters or the Art by 

traditionally offered during the 
Ridgeway Farmers Market but 
there is “potential in the future 
to expand." 

Space is limited but Boles and 
Ambrose-Little are still accept¬ 
ing vendor applications. For

Health Corner 


Snoring and Sleep Apnea 

You may ask what does condition and patients need 
snoring and sleep apnea to go through sleep studies. 


have to do with dentistry. It 
may surprise you that our 
mouth has a lot to do with 
snoring and sleep apnea. 
Obstructed Sleep Apnea 
(OSA) is a condition where 
a patient stops breathing 
during their sleep. It often 
happens when one’s tongue 
during sleep collapses back 
and obstructs one’s airway. 
It happens quite frequently 
and often it is ignored. Sleep 
apnea can not only lead to 
inadequate sleep for you and 
your spouse (feeling tired 
all day or falls asleep often 
during the daytime) but also 
be linked to (associated with) 
other medical conditions 
like circulatory diseases, 
diabetes and obesity. 

Since It is a medical 
condition, a dentist cannot 
diagnose sleep apnea. Only 
medical doctors or sleep 
doctors can diagnose this 


Once the sleep study is 
done, your sleep doctor can 
diagnose the condition and 
offer appropriate treatment 



options which may include 
CPAP and/or oral appliances 
which can be made by your 
dentist. 

Did you know that snoring 
and sleep apnea are related? 
When your tongue collapses 
to obstruct the airway, you 
get obstructive sleep apnea. 
When this obstruction is not 
complete (i.e. there is a small 
gap), your tissues around the 


airway vibrates and that is 
the root of snoring. If you 
suspect snoring, did you 
know a dentist can treat that 
condition? 

Next time, I will discuss 
how sleep disturbances 
can cause some of dental 
diseases. Meanwhile, if 
you suspect you are having 
sleep disturbances, discuss 
them with your healthcare 
professionals, your doctor 
and your dentist. It may 
cause more harm to your 
overall health than you think.
